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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1, 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kasuga et al (US 4,159,039) (see "pressure fluid space" defined between fluid cylinder 10 and 
rod 1 1 and "shoulder" defined by bottom surface of cylinder 10). 

Contrary to applicant's argument, the separate "tool" does not distinguish from member 3 
or/and the drive point at the lowermost end of member 3 that is driven into the ground. The term 
"rock drill" does not distinguish from the pile driving apparatus that drives a pipe or string of 
pipe into the ground or a rock formation. 

Contrary to applicant's argument, Kasuga et al clearly teach the use of a hydraulic fluid 
(see column 1 1 , lines 6-7). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2 and 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 8- 1 0 are allowed.
